INTERNAL INDEPENDENCE. 


Singapore, Yesterday. 
Mutiny broke out among the 
Chinese ‘members of the crew of 
a private yacht lying here, 
Shenandoah the Third, aboard 
which were four ladies and 
the ‘millionaire, Mr. Gibson 
Falmestock, _ the owner, The 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

Meetings were held to-day of 
the three Sub-Committees of the 
Indian Round Table Conference. 
The Burma’ Sub-Committee dis- 
cussed various aspects of consti- 
tutional issues arising in connec- 
tion with the separation proposal, 


Dut no definite proposals to be 
sent forward to the Committee of 
the whole Conference have yet 
been reached. It was, however, 
generally agreed that the legiti. 
mate, interests of Indian and other 
minorities In Burma must be 
safeguarded. The Committee 
considers that when the details of 
constitution of Burma were be- 
' ing discussed, the fullest oppor- 
_ tunity should be given to all 
minorities and ‘o the Government 
of India to represent their views 
_-and to state the nature and ex- 
tent of the ‘safeguards considered 
necessary. : 

The Committee considers that 
‘adequate attention should he 
paid_to.the.question.of the immi- 
gration of Indian labour and that 
provision be made for the regu- 
lation of the conditions of work 
and life of the immigrants. The 
Committee also specially stressed 
the importance of there being 
no discrimination regarding In- 
dians entering Burma. : 


The Federal Structure Sub- 
Committee resumed the discus- 
sion of the component clements 
of a federation type of federal 
legislature, the number of cham- 

ers whereof: it should consist, 

and the powers of the federal 
legislature, and heard representa- 
tive views of the Princes and Bri- 
tish Indian delegates. 


Abolition of Dyarchy. 

In the provincial constitutional 
Sub-Committee there was a long 
discussion on the provision that 
should be made on the abolition 
of a dyarchy for the maintenance 
ef law and order which, it was 
felt, must become the*responsibili- 
ty of the provincial legislature, 

The discussion at the Burma 
‘Sub-Committee ranged over a 
wide fjeld under the folfowing 
headings:—firstly, the nature of 
the constitutional advance for 
Burma on separation; secondly, 
the best method for securing that 
the interests’ of minorities should 
be given adequate protection; 
thirdly, the procedure for a neces~ 
sary financial settlement. between 
India and: Burma and arrange- 
ments for the defence of Burma

FIRM. VICTIMISED. 


The Acting Chief Justice, (Mr. 
J. BR. Wood), in the Bankruptcy. 
Court this morning, expressed him- 
self as satisfied that partners in a 
debtor firm who applied for dis- 
charge had heen victimised by an 
unscrupulous vendor. He decided. 
to use his discretion, and.to grant 
the application subject to suspen- 
sion for onc month. : :

three partners being Kwok Sze-loi, 
Kwan Yi-suen, and Tsui Keng-poh. - 
Mr. M. K. Lo, who appeared on 
their behalf, explained that the ap- - 
plication had ben made in July last," .

BAFFLES POLICE. 


Probably. a Joke, Manila 
: Mayor or Says. 


‘HEAVY lt GUARD. 


: Manila, Nov. 29. 

In spite of the fact that Mayor 
Tomas Earnshaw yesterday dis. 
missed with:.a shrug of the 
shoulders all thought of the at- 
tempt by unknown enemies to 
kill him with a bomb, the police 
have redoubled efforts to discover 
the persons who sent him the 
infernal machine by mail. 

After confirming an exclusive 
atory carried by the Bulletin re 
garding the receipt of the bomb, 
Mayor Earnshaw refused further 
to discuss the incident. 

“T have no enemies and the 
bomb which I received was pro- 
bably intended ‘as a joke,” wag 
the way the city executive OX. 
plained the situation. 

Up to a late hour last night, 
the police had not been able to 
advance a possible motive which 
may have prompted some one to 
try to eliminate Mayor Earn 
shaw. Neither have they suc- 
ceeded in identifying the persona 
who sent the bomb which had 


been wrapped up into a neat and ~ 


innocent looking package. 

It was reported yesterday that 
the Manila police had made ar- 
rangements with the bureau of 
posts in an effort to trace the 
source of the bomb, The infernal 
machine is of the kind not easily 
obtainable in Manila, .it was 
learned, and for this reason some 
hope was held that the police 
could trace its source, 

Authorities yesterday were in- 
clined to consider two possible 


motives behind ‘the attempt: to « 


assasinate the mayor.. Coming 
on the eve'of his re-appointmint 
as mayor, the incident was inter- 
preted by some to mean that 
gome persons were against the 
continuance of Mayor Earnshaw 


attempt of Mayor eerasker to 
clean Manila of gambling might 
be the underlying cause of the 
bomb incident. Not long ago, 
Mayor Earnshaw initiated an in- 
tensive campaign against gambl- 
ing in Manila. It was thtough 
hig consent that the chief of 
police organised a formidable 
array of vice squads factioning 
under one command.

‘ Regrettable Silence. 

The absence of information is 
the .more’ regrettable as South 
America is ‘one of the -chief pro- 
ducing centres of cocoa leaves, and 
with ‘her large and rapidly develop- 
Ing population her consumption of ° 
drugs !s far from negligible. 

“Without rellable information as’ 
to her consumption, it ia impossible 
to calculate .how much of theso 
drugs is needed. throughout the 
world for medical and scientific pur- 
poses. . :

MARITIME LAW. 
IMPORTANCE OF UNIFORM 
PRACTI 


There has just been appointed by. 
the Board of Trade a committee to 
consider the economic factors In- 
volved in’ the disposal of old ships 
and-their replacement by new, and 
to report whether {t is dealrable, in 
the national interest, that steps, 
not involving a grant from -public 
furids, should be taken to encour- 
age this process. Whatever the 
results of the inquiry may bo, it 
is clear that the committee has 
been formed with the interests of 
trade, commerce, and employment 
in view. 

There are other ways In which 
the best interests of shipping could 
be promoted by the Government at 
once--namely, by the ratification 
of international Conventions on 
shipping questions, which fs long 
overdue. Tho opportunities are 
the more noteworthy because 
the means by which Governments 
enn help shipping are lim{ted. 
There has’ been a whole series: of 
Conventions on sujects which are 
suitable for unanimity of practice, 
and thero is good reason to believe 
that other nations are waiting for 
Great Britain. to take the lead. 
She has done so in some matters 
which happen to Involve additional 
responsibilities for British ship- 
ping, and shfpowners contend that, 
in agreeing to assume these, thoy 
had in mind the, gitvantages of 
uniform practice “2 ‘aid the assump- 
tion of similar responsibilities by 
other nations. __

FROZEN KARA SEA. 


LARGEST EVER ATTEMPTED BY 
SOVIETS. 

The first master” te arriye in 
Great Britain from the Kara Sea 
Expedition of the Soviet Govern- 
mont is Captain T. Andersen, of the 
Norwegian steamship Ada, his ves- 
sel having discharged her cargo of 
timber at Portishead. 

Interviewed by a Journal ot 
Commerce correspondent, on his 
voyage, Captain Andersen, who has 
had considerable experience in 
navigating frozen waters, . sald 


“there were about fitfy vessels en-|: 


gaged by the Soviet Government 
‘for this expedition to the Kara Sea, 
some chartered to the Yenesel River 


and others to ports on’ the’ Obi. |. 


The vessels were assembled at Nova 
Zembla, and were conveyed in fleets 
of five or aix to the mouth of the 
Yenesei, River, preceded by modern 
Ice-breakers, which piloted a lane to 
the mouth of the river. 

It was intensely cold, as this is 
the coldest region of the world, but 
two days’ fast steaming down the 


Yenesel, going due south, brought a |: 


warmer climate. ‘We steamed for 
some hundreds of miles down this 
viver which is oa broad ‘and 
navigable one, for over 1,000 miles, 
until we came to the port of Igarka, 
which has been mado into an as- 
sembly port for the wood we are 
destined to ship.” 

This is the third expedition of 
ithe Russian Soviet “Government fo 
the Kara Sea, but the present one 
{s the largest that ‘has yet been at- 
tempted. “There were excellent 
facilities for the - guidance’ of ves- 
sels, wireless stations -hoving. been 
erected on the ‘coaat, while direc- 
tion was also given. from tho {ce- 
breakers... The port of- Igarka 
bears evidence of ‘the determina- 
tlon of the Soviet. Government to 
put into execution thelr enormous 
plan for the exploitation of thé 
resources of innermost Siberia. . 

Modern Sawailla. : 

‘Modern sawmills and machinery 
were in operation for the sawing 
of the ,wood” sledged ‘down by 
Samoyedes from. the vast wooded 
plains of Siberia. .

Rotary appeals strongly to me 
beenuse of the work that it is do- 
ing in building up a world fellaw- 
ship, I assure you, gentlemen, that 
friendship between countries can 
never be brought about by treaties 
or by the kind words of diplomats 
regardless of the desire of official- 
dom,‘for it. International amity 
can only come about through the 
world desiring friendship. And 
friendship is not brought about by 
merely the acceptance of it as an 
ideal. It must be brought about 
by contact. ‘ oe 

How Contact is Made. 

Now, Rotary brings about this 
contact by making it one of the 
obligations. of a Rotarian that he 
attend Rotary mect wherever 
he'may be. While your member- 
ship is in this club, your atten- 
dance need not be here, You may 
attend anywhere in the world ant 
the Rotarians of other countries 
have equally the privilege to /at- 
tend your meetings. Thus we have 
thousands of Rotaxians in a total 
of 70 different countries fraternis- 
ing together in a close and splen- 
did fellowship at every possible 
opportunity. We believe that 
ff we meet a man and like him 
we will like his country just a 
little bit better through liking him. 

Rotarians are of a class who 
travel much. They attend the 
Rotary clubs wherever they may 
be. That is their duty. We know 
they go home with a friendly feel- 
Ing for the countries which they 
have visited through thelr contact 
with Rotarians. They express 
their opinions in their clubs, in 
thelr craft associations, to thelr 
craft associations, to their friends 
outside and then’ like a wave, their 
friendliness for their neighbours 
passes ou farther and further and. 
we know not where it ends.. Three 
years: ago .I saw over 9,000 
Rotarians. from 30 different coun- 
tries in one building. They were 
together for five or six days. No 
man can calculate the good that 
came from this one meoting. ‘ 

Most of the dislikes, most of the 
hatred that exists between ‘coun- 
tries are due merely to lack of 
contact. We do nof speak badly of 
our friends and we do not wish to 
quarrel with them. Our friend- 
ships must not be limited to the 
boundaries of our own nations, 
Just so long as we permit our- 
selves to live in exclusive groups, 
to' ignore the other fellow, to allow 
our nationalism to make us quite 
content to associate solely . with 
those of our own nationality and 
to believe in them ‘alone, then just 
so long do we encourage an atmos 
phere in which wars’ may flourish.

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NAVAL PLANS. 


Modernisation Bill Pass 
for $30,000,000.’ 


Washington, Yesterday. 
The Government’s first year 
programme for naval conatruc- 
tion .under the London Naval 
Treaty, calling for an expendi- 
ture of $84,635,000, has been 
laid before the representatives of 

the Naval Committee. : 
The Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Cc. ¥F. Adams, provides therein 
for the construction of one 7,500- 
ton cruiser carrying six-inch 
guns, to cost $16,605,000; one six- 
inch gun, flying deck cruiser of 
10,000 tons, to cost $20,780,000; 
four 1,100-ton submarines, at 
$4,400,000 each; one seaplane 
carrier of 18,800 tong, at $27,650,- 


‘1000; 10 destroyers of 1,500 tons 


each, to cost $4,200,000; and 
one destroyer leader of 1,850 tons, 
to cost $5,000,000. : 

This programme excludes the 
intended modernisation of the 
battleships Mississippi, Idaho, 
and New Mexico. Mr. Adams 
emphasised that this modernisa- 
tion was the moat important of ali 
the proposals bfeore Congress, 
and ‘requested that the necessary 
funda_be voted :to enable the 
carrying out of the work in 1931. 

‘The Senate afterwards passed 
the $30,000,000 battleship moder- 
nisation bill, submitter by Sena- 
tor Reed. 

New Dirigible Base. 

Mr. Adams advised the Com- 
mittee that the Government in- 
tend to construct a $6,000,000 
naval dirigible base on the west 
coast. One million dollars” had 
been requested for beginning the 
construction of the second of two 
giant airships, for which con- 
tracts have already been accept-
